Buildings of Spanish 
architecture have been retained 
in outlying areas. 


There are some 70 Peace 


Corps workers in Guatemala 
City, the majority of whom are 
young persons, according to the 
Bulkeleys. 


From Guatemala City the 


local couple flew to Tikal in the 
northern part of the country for 
a tour of the ruins of the Maya 
Indians settlement, being ex- 
cavated by archaeologists from 
the University of Pennsylvania, 
working in conjunction with the 
Guatemalan government, for 
study of the ancient civilization, 
which dates back to the time of 
Christ. 


Most of the present day 


Guatemalans are a simple 
agricultural people. In the early 
history, 
Mexican 
invasion 


forced the Mayans into small 
warlike groups and they had to 
again face invasion in 1524 by 
Spain. 
These groups still 


predominate—they have dif- 
ferent dialects and do not 
communicate with each other. 
They even have their own 
colorful costume, according to 
the part of the country. While 
their religion is principally 
Roman Catholic, some still 
worship the pagan gods, the 
Bulkeleys report. National 
literacy 
is low. Government 


upsets have been common in 
Guatemala. 
Principal products of the 


country are coffee, sugar cane, 
mahogany, chicle, bananas and 
beef. The country has an area of 
about 42,000 square miles. 
Jungles abound in bamboo, 
palms, rhododendrons and other 
tropical growth. Orchids, the 
national flower, are abundant 
but not in blossom at this season 
of the year.

in the native markets, 
are 


colorful and fascinating in 
design, 
inexpensive 
and 


represent unusual skill, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Bulkeley, who 
purchased a few articles to show 
her friends.

He said private pilots now pay 


such a tax to the state airport 
revolving fund. Ketchum, a 
private pilot for 31 years, said 
his proposal would increase the 
matching fund for airport 
projects by at least $32 million a 
year. 


"Through no logic, com- 


mercial aircraft were exemp- 
ted," Ketchum said. "Their 
claim is that they pay landing 
fees to support airports, but we 
do too." 


Technically, the bill reduces 


refunds pilots are allowed on the 
seven-cent-a-gallon 
state 


gasoline tax. Commercial pilots 
get the full seven cents back, but 
private pilots are allowed five 
cents.

School Busing Case 
Options Limited 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For 


angry white parents, 
the 


Charlotte, N. C. , school case 
pending before the Supreme 
Court is a pivotal test of how 
much busing they will have to 
bear for integration. 


For anxious blacks, the test is 


whether appeals courts will 
block determined district judges 
who insist the Constitution 
commands a racial balance in 
public schools. 


The Supreme Court's options 


are limited at this preliminary 
stage, though the case could 
flower into a milestone decision 
eventually. 


At the moment, the court has 


to decide whether to (1) stay out 
at this point, leaving a big bus 
plan stalled at least until the U. 
S. Court of Appeals in Rich- 
mond, Va., holds a hearing April 
9, or, (2) order U. S. District 
Judge James B. McMillan's 
computer -assisted plan into 
effect immediately. 


The scope of McMillian's 


desegregation order, and the 
vehement protests it has 
evoked, gives this case top legal 
priority. 


The judge's busing command 


could put 14,000 additional 
children, by his estimate, or 
23,000, by school officials', on the 
road. 


His 
action, 
temporarily 


blocked by the appeals court, is 
significant, too, in its marked 
contrast to judicial wavering on 
desegregation across the land. 


Though he has lived in 


Chariotle for more than 30 
years, McMillan has become the 
target of complaining whites. 


Some have called for his head 
and there are vows of a school 
boycott. 


Even 
Robert 
H. Finch, 


secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare, and one of the 
Nixon administration's more 
liberal officials, has described 
his order and a comparable one 
by Judge Alfred Gitelson for Los 
Angeles, 
as 
"totally 


unrealistic." 


To this moment, the Supreme 


Court has methodically cut 
down 
efforts 
to 
delay 


desegregation. It has ordered 
full 
speed 
ahead 
in 
30 


Mississippi districts, 14 ad- 
ditional Southern districts, in 
Oklahoma City, and, last 
Monday, in Memphis. 


However 
Chief 
Justice 


Warren E. Burger, in the 
Memphis case said, that at some 
point the court should stop and 
resolve such basic problems as 
busing, zoning and whether the 
Constitution requires a par- 
ticular racial balance in schools. 


However, 
the 
technical 


posture of the Charlotte case is 
such that a high court hearing 
now is extremely unlikely. 


But by spring it could become 


the vehicle for the court's next 
big school pronouncement. 


At the moment, the question 


is: do the buses roll? 


McMillan notes that 23,000 


children in the district already 
are bused to and from school, at 
a cost of about $40 a year per 
pupil. Transportating an ad- 
ditional 10,000 to elementary 
schools, he estimates, would add 
less than l per cent to the local 
cost of operating the schools.

National Federation of Priests' 
Councils set April 20 as the 
deadline for a response to its 
request to Pope Paul VI for a 
judicial review of the case of 40 
priests 
suspended 
in 


Washington, D. C., by Cardinal 
Patrick O'Boyle. 


The 300 delegates over- 


whelmingly 
approved 
the 


motion setting up the deadline 


which was proposed by a 
committee of the NFPC chaired 
by the Rev. Harry Arbanas of 
Great Falls. Mont. 


"Drastic action will be taken 


if a request for a review is 
ignored," he said. 


The resolution did not offer 


specific details on what action 
should be taken, he explained, 
but it directed the NFPC House 


of Delegates 
to call 
an 


emergency meeting if the 
request is refused. 


The outgoing NFPC president, 


the Rev. Patrick J. O'Malley of 
Chicago, said the suspended 
priests were "punished by their 
bishop for their stand on 
freedom of conscience and birth 
control."

Perhaps the Daily News story and picture about the Red Bluff 


High School Musical Escapades was a bit tardy — Page 3 Tuesday. 
But our reporter was there, and we gave it Page 1 publicity 
beforehand, on March. 3. In the light of that, and more particularly 
in the light of the Daily News' continuing policy, we think a letter 
from Patti R. Little appearing on this page today is a bit off the 
beam. And we think it calls for comment. 


Our comment will be a bit repetitious. We have said these things 


before, but perhaps we haven't shouted them loud enough We will 
shout a little louder. But first let us answer Patti Little directly. 


In the first place, with sports events, city council meetings, 


various commission meetings and other occurrences all over 
Tehama County, it is obviously impossible for a staff that goes to 
work at six in the morning to all show up at any one production, no 
matter how unusual. In the second place, we are not on the spot for 
riots, protests and youth gone wrong. We haven't noted any riots or 
protests in the territory we cover, and there hasn't been much 
youth gone wrong. 


Further, the Daily News has never spoken of "hard-hearted, 


thoughtless teen-agers." Those are Patti Little's words, not ours. 
Our view is expressed in our editorial of Wednesday, March 11. 


We answer Patti Little and add additional comment because 


we think her letter represents a tendency on the part of many 
persons to think in generalities, and consequently get a blurred 
picture of the world, its people and the things they do. It is true that 
some newspapers give considerable space to the more violent 
activities of today's youth. We do not. Perhaps we do not give 
enough. That, however, is not the point we are trying to make here. 
The point is that Patti Little lumped all newspapers together and 
just assumed that we spent a lot of our time and used a lot of our 
news space reporting youthful violence and tangles with the law. 


Actually, flipping over the pages of our files reveals only two 


stories of any prominence in that class in recent months — the 
burning of the bank at Santa Barbara and the arrest of some local 
youths on marijuana charges. We didn't allot very much space to 
either of those. A sidelight on the marijuana story is that we 
received two telephone calls intimating we were trying to cover up 
the incident because we withheld publication for a few days to 
permit the officers to complete their investigation. 


That, we think, is further illustration of a tendency of persons 


to read into a situation what they already believe. If Patti Little 
read our story of the marijuana arrests, she may well have thought 
"that Daily News publishes only the bad things." The telephone 
callers may well have thought "that Daily News would have kept 
that covered up if we hadn't forced them to publish it." 


It would be better if everyone would do a little sharper looking 


and more attentive listening. There would be less lost motion, and 
we could get on with a lot of things that could be made better.

Human Guinea Pigs 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — Thousands 


of Americans are used as human 
guinea pigs by drug companies 
experimenting 
with 
"in- 


vestigational drugs," yet the 
Food and Drug Administration 
is too swamped to end the 
dangerous practice. 


This is the chilling report of a 


House subcommittee headed by 
Rep. L. H. Fountain, D-N. C. His 
100-page study is stamped 
"Confidential," but this column 
has obtained a copy. 


"Investigational drugs" are 


those too experimental to be 
marketed wholesale by the drug 


marketing. Once new drugs are 
sold—by the millions — there is 
no real system for finding out 
how dangerous they are. The 
report points out, for example, 
that "a reaction which occurs 
only two or three times in 100,000 
patients is not likely to show up 
in a study involving only a few 
thousand patients "

continue without adequate 
assurance of safety," warns the 
Fountain report, adding: 


"In many cases, an in- 


vestigational application may 
not be reviewed until well after 
human testing has begun. At 
times, in fact, a full safety 
assessment may occur only 
after a request for marketing 
approval has been filed." 


BRITISH BETTER OFF 


The report compares the

And the 
American Medical Association's 
Journal sometimes seems more 
interested in keeping ad- 
vertisers of killer drugs than in 
warning the public of the 
dangers. 


"In this respect," asserts the 


report, "British practitioners 
seem to sense better the need for 
continuous

monitoring."

At a secret meeting 


Senate Antitrust subcommittee, 
for example, Ervin sided with 
the big insurance companies.

Perhaps the Daily News story and picture about the Red Bluff 
High School Musical Escapades was a bit tardy — Page 3 Tuesday. 
But our reporter was there, and we gave it Page 1 publicity 
beforehand, on March. 3. In the light of that, and more particularly 
in the light of the Daily News’ continuing policy, we think a letter 
from Patti R Little appearing on this page today is a bit off the 
beam And we think it calls for comment. 


Our comment will be a bit repetitious We have said these things 
before, but perhaps we haven’t shouted them loud enough We will 
shout a little louder. But first let us answer Patti Little directly. 


In the first place, with sports events, city council meetings, 
various commission meetings and other occurrences all over 
Tehama County, it is obviously impossible for a staff that goes to 
work at six in the morning to all show up at any one production, no 
matter how unusual. In the second place, we are not on the spot for 
riots, protests and youth gone wrong We haven’t noted any riots or 
protests in the territory we cover, and there hasn’t been much 
youth gone wrong. 


Further, the Daily News has never spoken of “hard-hearted, 
thoughtless teen-agers. ’ Those are Patti Little’s words, not ours 
Our view is expressed in our editorial of Wednesday, March 11. 


We answer Patti Little and add additional comment because 
we think her letter represents a tendency on the part of many 
persons to think in generalities, and consequently get a blurred 
picture of the world, its people and the things they do. It is true that 
some newspapers give considerable space to the more violent 
activities of today’s youth. We do not. Perhaps we do not give 
enough That, however, is not the point we are trying to make here. 
The point is that Patti Little lumped ail newspapers together and 
just assumed that we spent a lot of our time and used a lot of our 
news space reporting youthful violence and tangles with the law. 


Actually, flipping over the pages of our files reveals only two 
stories of any prominence in that class in recent months — the 
burning of the bank at Santa Barbara and the arrest of some local 
youths on marijuana charges. We didn’t allot very much space to 
either of those A sidelight on the marijuana story is that we 
received two telephone calls intimating we were trying to cover up 
the incident because we withheld publication for a few days to 
permit the officers to complete their investigation. 


That, we think, is further illustration of a tendency of persons 
to read into a situation what they already believe. If Patti Little 
read our story of the marijuana arrests, she may well have thought 
“that Daily News publishes only the bad things.’’ The telephone 
callers may well have thought “that Daily News would have kept 
that covered up if we hadn’t forced them to publish it.” 


It would be better if everyone would do a little sharper looking 
and more attentive listening There would be less lost motion, and 
we could get on with a lot of things that could be made better.

Human Guinea Pigs 


Red Bluff Yesterdays f

WASHINGTON — Thousands 
of Americans are used as human 
guinea pigs by drug companies 
experim enting 
with 
“ in­ 
vestigational drugs,” yet the 
Food and Drug Administration 
is too swamped to end the 
dangerous practice. 
This is the chilling report of a 
House subcommittee headed by 
Rep. L. H. Fountain, D-N. C. His 
100-page study is stam ped 
“Confidential,” but this column 
has obtained a copy. 
“Investigational drugs” are 
those too experimental to be 
marketed wholesale by the drug 
companies. 
So after 
animal 
tests, the companies hire doc­ 
tors to find patients who will 
serve as guinea pigs. 
The 
most notorious 
“ in­ 
vestigational 
drug” 
was 
thalidomide, whose users gave 
birth 
in 
some instances 
to 
tragically deformed children 
with flippers instead of arms. 
The 
thalidomide 
scandal 
brought drug reforms which 
were supposed to end the 
abuses But the Fountain study 
found that the danger is still 
present. 
“As long as the FDA lacks the 
resources 
to handle 
its in­ 
vestigational drug workload 
prom ptly and successfully, 
clinical testing of experimental 
drugs 
in 
this 
country 
may 
continue 
without 
adequate 
assurance of safety,” warns the 
Fountain report, adding: 
“ In many cases, an in­ 
vestigational application may 
not be reviewed until well after 
human testing has begun. At 
times, in fact, a full safety 
assessment may 
occur 
only 
after a request for marketing 
approval has been filed.” 


BRITISH BETTER OFF 
The report com pares the 
British and American 
“fail­ 
safe” system for drugs and 
declares in stark language that 
the B ritish are far better 
protected. 
In 
B ritain, 
for 
example, a distinguished panel 
of scientists must review animal 
tests 
and 
give 
definite 
authorization before any ex­ 
periments can be conducted on 
people. 
British doctors also “have 
been much more willing to 
report adverse reactions than 
their American counterparts ” 
And British medical journals 
have shown more courage in 
labeling drugs as dangerous. 
In the U. S., doctors often let 
treacherous side effects go 
unreported to the FDA for fear 
of malpractice suits. And the 
American Medical Association’s 
Journal sometimes seems more 
interested 
in 
keeping 
ad­ 
vertisers of killer drugs than in 
w arning the public of the 
dangers. 
“ In this respect,” asserts the 
report, “British practitioners 
seem to sense better the need for 
continuous 
drug 
safety 
monitoring.” 
Note: 
The Fountain study 
found both countries lax about 
protecting the public from drugs 
after they are approved for 


marketing. Once new drugs are 
sold — by the millions — there is 
no real system for finding out 
how dangerous they are. The 
report points out, for example, 
that “a reaction which occurs 
only two or three times in 100,000 
patients is not likely to show up 
in a study involving only a few 
thousand patients ” 


SHOPWORN CRUSADER 
Wise, old Senator Sam Ervin, 
D-N. C., has made a show in the 
Senate of championing in­ 
dividual rights. When the doors 
are shut and the public is 
barred, however, he is more 
diligent sometimes in cham­ 
pioning the special interests. 
At a secret meeting of the 
Senate Antitrust subcommittee, 
for example, Ervin sided with 
the big insurance companies. He 
explained why he had turned his 
back on the little policyholders: 
“ My maternal 
grandfather 
told a story. . . which I thought 
was a pretty wise saying. When 
he was a young man, he was 
riding along this country road in 
a buggy and he was passing this 
cabin and heard a woman in 
there screaming as if she was 
about to be murdered.

“Thereupon the wife reached 
down to the hearth and picked 
up the skillet and reached back 
and said, ‘My husband has a 
perfect right to beat me if he 
wants to. He has a perfect right 
to beat me without strangers 
interfering.’ ”

helped the downtrodden against 
the powerful. But he wearily 
confessed to his colleagues, in 
the secrecy of the meeting: 
“I see a lot of injustices going 
on in the world, but I never felt 
like I was a guardian to look out 
for the rights of other people.”

This is the chilling re-port of a 
House subcommittee headed by 
Rep L. H. Fountain. D-N. C. His 
100-page study is stam ped 
"C onfidential," but this column 
has oh tamed a. copy. 
"Investigational drugs’ 
are 
those too experimental to be 
marketed wholesale by the drug 
companies 
So after animal ' 
tests, the companies hire doc­ 
tors to find patients who will 
serve as guinea pigs. 
The most notorious ‘‘in­ 
vestigational 
drug" 
was 
thalidomide, whose users gave 
birth in some instances 
to 
tragically deformed children 
with flippers instead of arms. 
The 
thalidomide 
scandal 
brought drug reforms which 
were suppose'd to end the 
abuses But the Fountain study 
found that the danger is still 
present 
"As long as the FDA lacks the 
resources to handle its in­ 
vestigational drug workload 
promptly and successfully, 
clinical testing of experimental 
drugs in this country- may 
continue 
without 
adequate 
assurance of safety," warns the 
Fountain report, adding 
“ In many cases, an in­ 
vestigational application may 
not be reviewed until well after 
human testing has begun... At 
times, in fact, a full safety 
assessment may occur only 
after a request for marketing 
approval has been filed." 


marketing Once new drugs are 
sold — by the millions — there is 
no- real system for finding out 
how dangerous they are The 
report points out, for example, 
that "a reaction which occurs 
only two or three times in 100.000 
patients is not likely to show up 
m a study involving only a few 
thousand patients "

example, a distinguished panel 
of scientists must review animal 
tests

definite 
authorization before any ex­ 
periments can be conducted on 
people. 
British, doctors also “ have 
been much more willing to 
report, adverse reactions than, 
their American counterparts.” 
And British medical journals 
have shown more courage in 
labeling drugs as dangerous. 
In the U. S., doctors often let 
treacherous side effects go 
unreported to the FDA for fear 
of malpractice suits. And the 
American Medical Association’s 
Journal sometimes seems more 
interested 
in

vertisers of killer drugs than to 
warning the public of the 
dangers. 
“In this respect," asserts the 
report, “British practitioners 
seem to sense better the need for

Eight years later, a much- 
traveled and m ore m ature 
Connie Hawkins got sm art. Last 
spring, with the help of three 
attorneys, he hit the NBA with a 


$6 million law suit which was 
quickly settled out of court. 
Suddenly hawkins had a five- 
year $460,000 no-cut contract 
with the NBA Phoenix Suns. He 
also has a special deal with the 
league, which will pay him 
$25,000 annually for 24 years, 
starting when Connie reaches 
age 45.

NBA had refused admittance to 
Hawkins since 1961, when his 
.name ivas, .mentioned w. con­ 
nection with a betting probe. 
Connie was never charged and 
never indicted But the mere 
fact Hawkins had been brought 
in and questioned by police was 
enough for' 'the NBA 
Right 
or 
wrong, 
Connie 
(whom Life m agazine once 
described as a derm-literate 
teen-ager) either accepted the 
'decision or didn’t know bow to 
take toe proper legal steps to 
fight it. 
So he became a haaketbali 
nomad often selling his talents 
for a fraction of what they were' 
actually worth 


CONNIE HAWKINS 


Hawkins played with the 
Harlem Globetrotters and any 
other pro team which would 
.have him. And always he was 
the best. But it was something 
like taking a diamond from 
Tiffany’s and having it mounted 
in a ring from the Five and Ten. 
Eight years later, a much- 
traveled and m ore m ature 
Connie Hawkins got smart. Last 
spring,., with the help of three 
attorneys, he hit the NBA with a 


$6 million law suit which was 
quickly settled out of court. 
Suddenly hawkins had a five- 
year $400,000 no-cut contract 
with the NBA Phoenix Suns. He 
also has a special 'deal with the' 
league, which will pay him 
$25,000 annually for 24 years, 
starting when Connie reaches 
age 45 
Pro basketball fans have 
accepted Connie like he was the 
second coming of Elgin Baylor. 
They love him. 
Hawkins has. as someone once 
wrote, a style you can pour on 
pancakes. He doesn’t run, he 
glides If ever a man combined 
smoothness with power, this is 
Connie Hawkins 
Rival coaches who try to think 
up new ways to' stop Hawkins on 
defense usually find themselves 
limited. Put a small, fast man on 
Connie and be*U overpower him. 
Put a big man on him and 
Hawkins is so much quicker that 
the 
other 
player 
often 
has 
trouble scoring. 
“Hawkins is the only man I’ve 
ever seen in pro basketball who 


can play all three positions on a 
pro level,” said Bill Russell, now 
retired but once the game's 
premier defensive star. 
There 
is 
still 
a 
lot 
of 
Globetrotter or, if you prefer, 
showmanship 
in 
Connie. 
Sometimes, when, he dribbles 
behind 
his 
back 
without 
breaking stride, you’d swear he 
was playing again to 'the beat of 
“Sweet Georgia Brown.” But 
the fact is there is deception 
even in his straight basketball. 
The 
ability

suspended in mid-air for what 
seems like an eternity is the gift 
of very few basketball players.

Committee Approves 
Water Pollution Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


joint congressional committee 
has approved a water pollution 
bill that requires pnvate firms 
to pay for cleaning up their own 
oil spills whether caused by 
negligence 
or 
an 
honest 


mistake. 


The House-Senate panel's 


action Thursday ended a five- 
month-old deadlock over dif- 
fering versions of the bill. It now 
must be approved by both 
bodies. 


The measure would require 


firms to pay damages of $100 per 
gross ton of oil or $14 million, 
whichever is less, in case of an 
accidental spill or leak for which 
the company is not held 
negligent. 


However, unlimited liability 


was set for cleanup costs in 
cases where willful negligence 
or misconduct can be proved. 


The bill was prompted by 


damaging oil spills such as the 
one last year off the coast at 
Santa Barbara, Calif 
The bill 


also creates an Office of En- 
vironmental Quality to act as 
staff for President Nixon's new 
Environmental Council. 


To help the government react 


immediately and cleanup its 
coastal waters after a spill, the 
conference established a $35- 
milhon revolving fund and 
authorized contingency plan- 
ning services ana expanded 
research on new clean up 
methods.

Mutual Fund Suggestion

York Stock Exchange is con- 
sidering 
a 
suggestion 
to 


establish a mutual fund that 
would be tied to the Big Board's 
daily stock index.

represent only a percentage of 
the market, it would be so 
broadly based as to represent, in 
effect, an investment in the 
economy itself. 


How shares would be sold has

idea was proposed from without 
as a vehicle for small investor 
participation in the market. 
They said its staff is looking at 
it, but they declined to name the 
source of the suggestion.

suggestion isn't being treated 
lightly. It could be one means of 
encouraging the small investor 
to remain active.

Thursday by the bombings of the 
midtown Manhattan offices of 
Mobile Oil Corp., International 
Business Machines, Corp., and 
General Telephone & Elec- 
tronics Corp. No one was hurt. 


Soon after the bombings, a 


letter was received by United 
Press International from a

"Revolutionary Force 9" which 
said the bombings were a 
protest against corporation 
profiteering from the Vietnam 
war 
and

im- 


perialism in all of the third 
world." 


New York police said they 


received 205 bomb threats 
Thursday after the explosions. 
An estimated 15,000 persons 
were affected by evacuations of 
at least 15 buildings during 
bomb searches. 
The United 


Nations building was searched 
without an evacuation. 


Mayor John V. Lindsay called 


the 
bombings 
"Morally 


reprehensible, but self-defeating 
for those who presumably seek 
change 
through

terrorism." The City Council 
president, Sanford D. Garelik, a 
former chief inspector of police, 
called the city a battleground of 
"armed urban guerrillas."

Committee Approves 
Water Pollution Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
joint congressional committee 
has approved a water pollution 
bill that requires private firms 
to pay for cleaning up their own 
oil spills whether caused by 
negligence or an honest 
mistake. 
The House-Senate panel’s 
action Thursday ended a five- 
month-old deadlock over dif­ 
fering versions of the bill. It now 
must be approved by both 
bodies. 
The measure would ,require 
firms to pay damages of $100 per 
gross ton of oil or $14 million, 
whichever is less, in case of an 
accidental spill or leak for which 
the company is not held 
negligent. 


However, unlimited liability 
was set for cleanup costs in 
cases where willful negligence 
or misconduct can be proved. 
The bill was prompted by 
damaging oil spills such as the 
one last year off the coast at 
Santa Barbara, Calif. The bill 
also creates an Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality to act as 
staff for President Nixon’s new 
Environmental Council. 
To help the government react 
immediately and cleanup its 
coastal waters after a spill, the 
conference established a $35- 
million revolving fund and 
authorized contingency plan­ 
ning services and expanded 
research on new clean up 
methods.

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Does Frito Bandito Reflect 
Prejudice In Advertising?

Emerging from a cloud of 


dust, appears a band of hard- 
riding, 
ferocious-looking 


Mexican banditos. They are 
called to halt by their sombrero- 
covered, thick-mustachioed, fat- 
bellied leader, 
who, upon 


stopping, reaches with the ut- 
most care for a small object 
from his saddle bags. He picks 
up the object, lifts up his un- 
derarm, smiles slyly — to spray 
Arrid deodorant. An American 
Midwestern voice is then heard 
over the television, "If it works 
for him, it will work for you." 
Message — Mexicans stink the 
most. 


Seldom a day goes by in the 


United States without at least 
one young Mexican American 


being called, "Frito Bandito." 
Indeed, this cartoon caricature 
of a short, mustachioed, two- 
gunned thief is a very effective 
prejudicial form of anti-locution 
— effective in terms of making 
the out-group appear inferior, 
and the in-group superior. The 
Mexican American children are 
paying the price in loss of self- 
esteem for the Frito-Lay Cor- 
poration's 
successful 
ad- 


vertising attempt at product 
association. 


Not only are advertisers 


exhibiting racist thinking at the 
expense of everyone of Mexican 
descent, but they are also 
creating, in many cases, un- 
favorable racial and cultural 
stereotypes in minds that 
previously did not harbor them. 


When the image of an ethnic 
group is consistently similar 
throughout the mass media, 
there is the strong suggestion to 
the viewer that there is some 
validity to the image. 


To many children, the "Frito 


Bandito" is highly represen- 
tative of Mexicans. Besides, 
they can always have some fun 
calling the Mexican kid at 
school, "Frito Bandito." 


Freud believed that humor 


was a reflection of unconscious, 
repressed feelings. People's 
true feelings are those which, 
due to social pressures to con- 
form and not ruffle others too 
often, are seldom made known 
or put forth as seriously-held 
beliefs. Many of the same people 
who claim not to be prejudiced 


easily laugh at ethnocentric 
jokes, and are amused by 
stereotyped characters (include 
audience reaction to Jose 
Jiminez here). 


Much of the plight of Mexican 


Americans is reflected in their 
collective powerlessness to 
combat the advertiser's image 
of them. 


Hanging onto the lowest 


economic rungs in American 
society, Mexican Americans 
have been unable to cast a 
collective shadow in the minds 
of everyday Anglo Americans, 
much less the power structure. 


Mexicans lack the political 


power to influence the image 
that advertisers exploit. The 
result is "Frito Bandito" and 
images like it. 


Palestinians Said 
In A Peoples War 


Gov. Reagan Outlines 
Top Campaign Issue 


AMMAN (AP) — Arab 


guerrilla leaders may be looking 
to the Gaza Strip to provide a 
blueprint for resistance in the 
lands occupied by Israel. 


Palestinians in Gaza are 


engaged in a "people's war" 
against the Israeli forces, says 
guerrilla chief Yasir Arafat. 


"Even the old men, women 


and children are fighting," he 
claims. "The Israelis may have 
control during the day, but at 
night Gaza belongs to the 
Arabs." 


The pattern of Arab resistance 


in the Gaza Strip, a finger of 
land along the Mediterranean 
coast teeming with more than 
300,000 Palestinian refugees, 
was cited by Arafat as one of the 
outstanding successes of the 
guerrilla movement since the 
six-day war in 1967. 


In a recent interview, Arafat, 


chairman of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization and 
head of Al Fatah, most powerful 
of the Arab guerrilla groups, 
predicted similar outbreaks in 
other areas under Israeli oc- 
cupation. 


His remark may provide a 


clue to Al Fa tab's future 
strategy in its continuing 


guerrilla struggle against tne 
Jewish state. 


Rumors are circulating that 


Israel plans to move thousands 
of refugees from Gaza to the 
occupied West Bank of Jordan 
River. But if Israel does this, it 
may succeed only in tran- 
sferring a hotbed of resistance 
from one place to another. 
Gaza's fighters may be obliged 
to leave behind some of their 
weapons, but the move would 
put them closer to Jordan where 
arms and ammunition are more 
accessible. 


Until now, attempts by the 


guerrillas to establish an ef- 
fective resistance movement in 
the West Bank region have not 
been notably successful. Israeli 
security forces boast of the ease 
with which they have foiled such 
attempts and of the readiness 
with which arrested suspects 
inform on their colleagues. 


The guerrillas charge that 


such information is extracted by 
torture and the threat of am- 
putation, castration and death. 
But the guerrilla movement has 
been 
forced 
to 
conduct 


operations largely from bases 
outside the occupied areas, 
mainly from Jordan and more 
recently from Lebanon.

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Does Frito Bandito Reflect 
Prejudice In Advertising?

Emerging from a cloud of 
dust, appears a hand of hard 
riding, 
ferocious-looking 
Mexican bandit06 They are 
called to halt by their sombrero- 
covered. thick-mustachioed. fat- 
bellied leader, who, upon 
stopping, reaches with the ut­ 
most care for a small object 
from his saddle bags He picks 
up the object, lifts up his un­ 
derarm, smiles slyly — to spray 
Arrid deodorant An American 
Midwestern voice is then heard 
over the television, “If it works 
for him, it will work for you ” 
Message — Mexicans stink the 
most. 
Seldom a day goes by in the 
United States without at least 
one young Mexican American 


being called, “Frito Bandito.” 
Indeed, this cartoon caricature 
of a short, mustachioed, two- 
gunned thief is a very effective 
prejudicial form of anti-locution 
— effective in terms of making 
the out-group appear inferior, 
and the in-group superior The 
Mexican American children are 
paying the price in loss of self­ 
esteem for the Frito-Lay Cor­ 
poration's 
successful 
ad­ 
vertising attempt at product 
association. 
Not only are advertisers 
exhibiting racist thinking at the 
expense of everyone of Mexican 
descent, but they are also 
creating, in many cases, un­ 
favorable racial and cultural 
stereotypes in minds that 
previously did not harbor them. 


When the image of an ethnic 
group is consistently similar 
throughout the mass media, 
there is the strong suggestion to 
the viewer that there is some 
validity to the image. 
To many children, the “Frito 
Bandito” is highly represen­ 
tative of Mexicans. Besides, 
they can always have some fun 
calling the Mexican kid at 
school, “Frito Bandito.” 
Freud believed that humor 
was a reflection of unconscious, 
repressed feelings. People’s 
true feelings are those which, 
due to social pressures to con­ 
form and not ruffle others too 
often, are seldom made known 
or put forth as seriously-held 
beliefs. Many of the same people 
who claim not to be prejudiced 


easily laugh at ethnocentric 
jokes, and are amused by 
stereotyped characters (include 
audience reaction to Jose 
Jiminez here). 
Much of the plight of Mexican 
Americans is reflected in their 
collective powerlessness to 
combat the advertiser’s image

AMMAN (AP) — Arab 
guerrilla leaders may be looking 
to the Gaza Strip to provide a 
blueprint for resistance in the 
lands occupied by Israel.

The pattern of Arab resistance 
in the Gaza Strip, a finger of 
land along the Mediterranean 
coast teeming with more than 
300.000 Palestinian refugees, 
was cited by Arafat as one of the 
outstanding successes of the 
guerrilla movement since the 
six-day war in 1967. 
In a recent interview, Arafat, 
chairman of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization and 
head of A1 Fatah, most powerful 
of the Arab guerrilla groups, 
predicted similar outbreaks in 
other areas under Israeli oc­ 
cupation. 
His remark may provide a 
clue to A) Fatah’s future 
strategy in its continuing 


guerrilla struggle against tne 
Jewish state. 
Rumors are circulating that 
Israel plans to move thousands 
of refugees from Gaza to the 
occupied West Bank of Jordan 
River.
